Tho vossol was froightod with lumber, and is sup- 
posed to havacome from PagetSonnd. Captain 
Roberts, of the tug Fuh-leo, went in search of 
the wreck, and communicated the following to 
the. Shnghai Courier :—Haviug reovived in- 
formation from Tung-ming ‘ishormen that a 
forsign vessel had boon wrockod somo 40 or 50 
miles NW.N.W, of Drinkwater Point, he prooded- 
ed thithor, and on arriving there learnt the fol- 
lowing partioulars from the men of the Woosung 
Wreoking Company. The wrook raferred to 
above, and of which Capt. Roberts was in search, 
lies in 4 feotof wator at low tido and in direction 
about N. by W. or N.N.W. from Drinkwator 
Point. ‘The wreok was first geen by a fishorman 
of Tuug-loo about the middle of August. She 
was then lying on her broadside with some of the 
masts and spars still clinging to the hall, About 
August 20th four ‘bodies of foreigners wore 
washed ashorocloge to tha Tang-loo orcek. Throo 
of these wore olad in dark colonred clothes and 
the, other one was naked, with fair hair out vory 
short. A few days later the body of a China- 
man, apparently a Cantonese, was washed ashore 
near tho samo place —The Daily News, reforring 
to the wreck, says:—Sho is said to be timber 
ladon, and the anly timber inden ships due here 
that we know of are the Director and Vor Malthe, 
It appours that the Clinvse told Captain Roberts 
that one of the foroignors who was washed ashore 
was fair haired and short.

fuct all ontstauding exohange transactions, aré 
valued at the rate of exchange actually culing, 
and at which they could be olosad, at the ond 
of tho half-year. This onables a just estimate 
of tha profit and loss nceount'to be made, and 
the lapso of a few days or weeks makes the 
estimates certainties, This having boen doug 
on the 30th of Jauo, as on ‘avery provous 
half-year, no farthor writing down was necessary:

THE CHINA MARKETS FOR FOREIGN 
oA IMPORTS. ° i 
gs ‘ 

‘Tho last reonived volume of Consular reporta 
contains somo intoresting passages on the mar- 
kets for foreign imports. A few days ago we 
gave an extract from -Mr. Consul Cooper’s ro- 
port on Ningpo having referenoo to motala, and 
we now male room for some, further - extracts 
from other reports, referring to imports genor- 
ally, Myr. Consol Jamioson, in his ropart on 
Kinkiang, says :—~ 

‘Tho demand for’ Manchoster fabrics has beon 
woll maintained during the year. Though not 
ap to the mark of somo former’ years, it shows 
satisfactory revival of business. Cotton Yarn 
shows a considerable incronsy, while the demand 
tor drills has fallen off, Of the total’ sonsump- 
tion of this last-named article about 60 per cent. 
was "of American origin, 

In other imports there is rors little'change to 
be noted exompt in the one article of Karosina 
Oil, the consumption of ‘which das developed 


oolamns a fow days ago, on the subject. of the 


sterling daposite of tho Hongkong and ‘Shaug- 
hai Bank, ‘has led'to the cleosring up of doubts 
dod misconceptions which have prevailed in some 
quartera, Those who did not {ake the trouble 
toutudy the half-yearly reports of the Bank, and 
seoertain from them how the funds were - 
buted, who took it for granted that all its do.

Watson 
and Co, of Shanghai, have opened a branch of 
their business in the-nativo city hero, ander the 
charge ofa Chinaman. The medicines gold ara 
aither patent foreign drnga, or proparntions of 
their own made up in Shanghai, with directions 
in Chinese. A young uative who bag received s 
certaim amount of training in the hospital here, 
under the superintendence of Dr. Underwood, is 
shont to establish o similar business in. tha 
capital of the provinoa, . i 

A certain trade might perhaps be done in 
simple articles of agrioultural uve, wach as spader, 
hoos, and pruning-hooks if made of approved 
shape and quality. Tho latter aro in universal 
use during winter for outing the brashwood and 
grass which covers all uncultivated land, and 
boing for the most part made of. imported iron, 
might, Timagino, be manufactured in Bugland. 
and sold at prices that would pay... Manufactur- 
ers at-home are lavivh in distributing trade 
ciraulara where steam. ploughs, gteam pumps, 
steam threghing-mille, patent harrows, and the 
thousand and one applixnoes of English oivilized 
life aro offered for sale at tempting prices, und 
they are, perhaps, disappdinted that no orders 
come from China, But it must bu remembered 
that all these articles are ontirely out of place 
bere. Tho average holding of the China’ paa. 
sant is about two acres, and all his implements 
are of the simplest kind— wooden ploayh shod 
) with iron, a spade, a'hoe, o praning-hook, do. 
For these there is an unlimited .domand, 
and if it is in the power of the English mann. 
faotnrers to lay them down at a price to sompete 
with the native article an immense trade might 
be done. 1am not ins position to say whether 
that could be donc'or not; a mere quotation of 
prices here would be of no value without spoci- 
mens of the artictas thomsol vs, which, however, 
are easily procurable; but.if our trada in this 
line is tobe extended at all, it must, in the pre- 
sent economical condition of China, be in thy 
direction here indicated. Our mannfactures 
have not yet reached, ax a matter of fact, more 
than one-tanth of the population, namely, tha 
upper aud well-to-do classes. All. the remaining 
aine-tenths are still olothed and shod, still caf, 
drink, sloop, snd work, ns if foreign trade, so for 
aa they are directly interested, were non-existont. 
But the reason ia not any want of pushing, 
failpre to introduce our wares to their notioa, for 
foreign articles ofall kinds ure to be bonghtin every 
considerable Chinese town, but simply’ thut the 
Chinese peasant hag no mouoy to spend on things 
that are not absolute nocessarios, and forcign 
artiolés, as at present anpplied, either are doarer 
than native, or they do not meet the Chinoss 
wants. Hither we must meat the Chinese do- 
mand in, their own way, or be content to wait 
till the general progress of the nation haa put 
more monay into individual pookets, E 

In making these remarks, I have had in‘mind 
the letter of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Wolverhampton to Lord Granville of the 24th- 
December, 1884, which was ciroulated to Her 
Majeaty’s Consuls in March of last ydar. The 
Chamber seem to be under the impression thot 
tho sale of our manufactures might be inoreased. 
if they were mace more to the taste and fancy of 
the Vhinose, who are supposed to be purticalar 
ag to the modo of folding and packing, and refuse 
to buy 9 thing if it in dono up in bluo instead'of 
rod paper, or if tied with © white insten ofa 
bleck string. In my experience all these things 
sre minutiss, which have no appreciable effect. 
There is no more shrewd judge of a bargain

to the rapid sprand of our manufactures is their 
relative oost.

With the oxeop- 
tion of 537 pisces Of Ameriosn drills, all oame 
from England. Tho smoant, howaver, is: stil! 
exovedingly small, and I havo only ty repeat, 
what T said in my Report last yoar, that the ata- 
ple English manufactures are quite unsuited for 
the ordinary work-s-day clothes of the vast mass 
of the Chinese people. we ot 

What I have to say wader this head dass not 
apply to Formosa only, bat to tho wholo of this 
Empire, The Chinaso paoplo waar native cloth, 
and wear nothing eles, T have ataminad tho 
olothes of labourers, who form the great majority 
of the peaple, in two-thirds of the eightsen prov: 
incea of China, and the fact is as I'say. Oar 
shirtings and satton plese goods aro only’ fit to 
ba tha nuder-garmonta of the rich, the outer gar- 
ments of the sedentary poor, linings, and grave- 
olothes. They are utterly unfit, whether in yarn, 
in mato, in length, andin width, for the ordinary 
clothes of Li Chang, Wang, Liu, and Chao, 
who, millions, puraue their daily toil clothed in 
their awn tough, rough, honest, antssrable, and 
unwoaroutable homeaguns from Kwangtung to 
Kansuh, and from Szeshuen to Chibli, So long, 
therofore, a3 wo, with. porsiatent conservatism, 
cater for tho luxuries of the fow and noglact. 
the neosssities of the many, so loug will our ox- 
port of ptece-goods to China bho inarpansive, and 
compared with the teeming millions of cotton, 
wearers which make ap the population of China, 
bo absurdly small: This is not. a: country 
where 6 cotton handkerchiof and a tarban, 
the one made of Laneashire rubbish add 
the other of a light-weight shirting, suffice 
for clothing, From six to.ton mouths overy 
year overy Chinaman is comfortably clad in a 
jacket, tronsors, and under clothing, made of 
heavy cotton oloth, the ‘product of Chinese fislds, 
Dhinese spindles, Chinese looms, and Chinese 

andy, 

Whothor Lanonshire is, or is not, excladed by 


any participation in its manufacture and trade, 
need not be matter of speonlation. I havamado 
up samples of the six commonest Chinese kinds 
of homespun in universal uso, a3 follows :-— 

No, 1. Pat‘ang cotton oloth, the cosrsast 
made, woved in pisces 24 foot long and 17 inohos 
wide, packed in bales of twenty-five pices, the 
bale covering béing tha sams cloth, the aslling 
prico of which is in Formosa 12 dol. 50 c. per 
bale, or 50 conts per piece. 

No. 2 Tsung-ming cotton cloth, loss. coarse 
than the foregoing, and of 4 much fuer yara, 
Woven in piscas 60 faet long aud 17 inches wide, 
puoked in bales of-ten piaces with the same cloth, 
the selling price of which in Formosa, is. 19 dol. 
50, por bales, or L dol, 95 o. por pioce. 

No, 3. Shih Chuang Chang-Ching cloth, an 
open texture coars® cloth, much used‘ os mourn- 


ing robes by all classes, packed in bales of twonty- 
five pisces, each piece 25 feet long and 18 inches 
wide, sold in Formosa st 10 dollars par bale, or 
50 conts por piece. : 

‘No, 4 Shih Chuang Shang Ching cloth, in 
common usefor ordinary clothes, woven ofa much 
fluer yarn then any of the praceding, in pieces 25 
feet in length, 174 inchos in width, packed in 
bales of twenty-five pigcos in cloth of the same 


Kind, and sold in Formosa at 1] dol. 25 o. per. 


bala, or 55 cants per pioce. 

No. 5. Tan Chuang cotton cloth, same as the 
procoding, but woven more olosely of finer yarn, 
In pivoos 28.foet long and 19 inchés wide, packed 
in bales of the sanie cloth, ovunisting of twonty- 
‘fivo pioces, and sold in Formosa at 16 dol, 50 0, 
por bale, or 76 vonts per piece. 

No. 6, Mei-kwo Amorican cotton cloth ap- 
parently the bast cotton the Chinese can make, 
woven in pisses 60 foot long, 2% inches wide, 
paoked in tin-lined wooden boxes containing 100 
picood, and sold in Formosa, at 1 dol. 75 0, apirce. 
‘This sample I submit with some diffidenco. « In 
texture, and packing, and namo it is * ot up” 
in colourable imitation of  P.M.C.D.,”" or somo 
other wall-known Amorican sheeting. I am as- 
sured, however, that it is really a Chiaase home- 
spun in great domond, called “ Ameriesu” be- 
cause, to our shams be it said, “ A morioan,” from 
the point of view of the Chinaso doaler,is synony- 
mous with “exoalient,” However, f have doybt: 
as to its origin which my inarperiance in thase 
matters cannot solve, although its width would 
seam to mark its native orgin, 


‘Those cloths, with the exception of samplo No. 
3, ara not worn white, but dyed im ona. or other 
af eight shades of: blue, of which I have alao pro- 
pared samples, The dyeiag is done at a cost of 
20 to 26 conts por piece for light shades, and 40 
to 48 conta for dork shades, by dyo-honses situat- 
od in tha locality whore the catton is sold. 

I send along with this Report eight packets, 
neh containing a soriss of aamplog of thase six 
kinds of cotton cloth, with a card attached ta 
eaoh series showing tha tints of=blue ia which 
the oloth ts wora. I suggest that two be sant-to 
the Manchester Chamber of Commoros, and the 
vast be distributed amongst the other loading in- 
dnatrial centres in Lancashire, I rogrot that L 
am unable to add the waights of each piada, but 
I have transmitted 20 feet of each kind to 
Mossys, Boll and Co. No. 7, Portland-strest, 
Manchester, who will, doubtless, oalonlate the 
weights, and supply them to any inquirers with 
the same readiness that 1 have, in’ raply to their 
regitest, sapplied them with the stuff itself. 

he Formosan selling price is uo exact index 
to cost price, bat a rough approximation may. ba 
got at that by deducting two profits—import 
daty and freight from the mainland—from tho 
price I have named, say, 15 per cont. Exact 
information as to cost oan only be obtained at 
Shanghai or at the lower Yaugtsze ports. - 

The most casual inspection of thoso samples 
by an oxpert: will show at onoo whother anoh 
stuffs can be produced by mules and powor-looms, 
or whather there is something in. hand-work 
which machinery cannot imitate, And if they 
can besa produced, 6 simple caloglation based on 
current ratas of exchange and laying down cost 
in China will show whother it would pay-us to 
produca them.’ If they oan be produced at a 
paying rate, we have in China a praotically 
illimitable-market ; if they cannot, wa nesd not 
expeot to see any groat increase in the consump: 
‘tion in China of English cottons, so long as 
trading fecilitioea and internal communications 
remain-as they are. As thinga are, the coantry 
is ‘fairly tapped oxoept in two directions 
—the West River Valley, in the Province of 
Kwangtung, and the grest basin of Eastern 
Szachuen ; and the ‘import varies, in’ an 
inalastio way between a well-known maximum 
and minimum point, because the cottons we send 
are not necessities whioh China mast have, buf 
loxnries whioh she oan get slong without, and 
will only buy when she can afford them. = 

The native homospuns ueod in Formosa ‘aro 
mostly imported in junks, but they have begun 
to appear in the inward’ manifosts of :atoamors. 
In 1883 only a value of 36 taela of those ware so 
imported; in 1854, 11,000 taela; and last year, a 
value of 23,510 taols, . : 

There bas been a large increase i 1885 in the: 
import of woollens, no less than’ 6,700 pisces, as 
against only 4,400 picses in 1884, Tho prosence 
of an unusually large garrison, composed in the 
main of men ‘from the. Upper Yangtase soous-- 
fomed-to the use of woollen underolothing, . is 
probably the cause of this increase. _ 

The other articles of import do not. oall for 
any partioular remark. The import of native 
tobacco from the mainland has ‘more than dou- 
bled, and the not total of mative produce imported 
hes increased from 185,094 teola in 1204, wo 
210,495 taole in 1885. ’ y ee 

Mr. Consul Oxonhem, in his report: on Chin- 
Kinng aay — 7 
» Foreign Importa show a slight increase from 
8,271,515 taels in 1884 to 8,377,560 taels, and, had 
the usu@l amount of opium acriyed, the value for 
1885 would Lavo been imereased by 1,000,000 toels. 
In cotton goods there is a very marked and satis- 
fastory inorease in every artiely except Hnglish 
sheotings, American shoatings, from their stont 
and durable quality, gre in considerable demand, 
end are driving.
